CHINA 18 FRIGHTENED. 

Pekin, Deo. 20— Lien Fang, first sec- 
retary of the board of foreign affairs, 
visited Hnssian Minister Lessar and 
requested information concerning the 
intontions of the Russian government 
regarding tne evacuation of Manebo 
via. Minister Lessar, in reply, said 
nothing ooulfi be done for two reasons. 
In the first plaoe the cold weather 
makes it impossible to rsmove the 
troops from their present i < siticns.be- 
sides which there were no harraoks ac- 
commodations to be had elsewhere, 
and in the second place, it would en- 
danger Rustinn interests to undertake 
evacuation during the progress of ne- 
gotiations between Russia aad Japan, 
for tho reason that Japan might aeizo 
the opportunity to invade Manchuria. 

The Chinese government is so 
alarmed at the prospect of becoming 
involved in the seemingly prospective 
war that it would prefer that Russia 
should remain in oontrol of Manoha- 
ria. At an alternative tbo foreign 
oihee has indicated to tho ministers 
that a settlement satisfactory to Chi- 
na would be that Russia aud Japan 
should retain their respective treaty 
rights in Korea aud Manchuria if they 
agree not to attempt to obtain further 
advantagea in either country. The 
Russian commander imperatively re 
quested the Tartar general to disband 
' his militiamen and to disarm them 
The Tartar general issued an order fa 
accordance witn this request dot it is 
understood the men are concealing 
their arms, soppoiedly with the Tar- 
tar general's connivance.
